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THE  OUTER  CONTINENTAL  SHELF  LEASING 
SYSTEM 


Under  the  Outer  Continental  Shelf  Lands  Act  of  1 953, 
the  Department  of  the  Interior  is  charged  with 
administering  mineral  development  on  the  Outer, 
Continental  Shelf  (OCS).  In  the  case  of  oil  and  gas 
development,  this  involves  selection  of  areas  for  leasing, 
supervision  of  geological  and  geophysical  exploration, 
fulfillment  of  the  environmental  protection  re¬ 
quirements  of  the  National  Environmental  Policy  Act  of 
1 969,  resource  evaluation  in  determining  the  sate  price, 
conducting  competitive  bidding  for  the  resources,  as 
well  as  supervision  of  exploratory  drilling  and  production 
activities  on  awarded  leases.  These  activities  are 
carried  out  primarily  by  two  agencies  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment,  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management  (BLM)  and  the 
Geological  Survey  (GS).  Assistance  from  other  agencies 
in  the  Department  is  provided  as  appropriate. 

The  Bureau  is  charged  with  responsibility  for  implemen¬ 
ting  the  leasing  objectives  of  the  Outer  Continental 
Shelf  Lands  Acts.  The  Bureau  performs  its  leasing 
functions  within  the  goals  of.  1)  orderly  and  timely 
resource  development,  2)  protection  of  the  environ¬ 
ment.  and  3)  receipt  of  a  fair  return. 

During  each  step  of  the  OCS  leasing  process,  the 
Bureau  coordinates  with  many  agencies  both  within  and 
outside  the  Department.  Major  technical  coordination 
efforts  are  conducted  continually  with  the  Geological 
Survey.  The  Survey  is  also  responsible  for  supervising 
and  regulating  exploration,  development,  and  production . 
activities  after  leases  are  issued.

Most  of  the  information  used  by  government  and 
industry  on  the  hydrocarbon  potential  of  the  DCS  is  . 
acquired  by  geological  and  geophysical  surveys.  These  '  ‘^1'; 
data  are  collected  by  specialized  firms  under  permits 
issued  by  the  Geological  Survey.  Usually  thesefirms  are 
under  contract  to  either  the  Survey  or  one  or  more  oil 
companies  to  gather  such  data,  These  data  are  used  by 
industry  for  nominating  tracts  for  lease  and  in  the 
preparation  of  bids.
